Toklo, Aug. 13.— The Emperor thrdugh . Fte^tii^ Marshal 
Hamagato of the general staff has directed Flefd Mai-shal 
Oyama, commander of the Japanese armies sn the field, 
to pernill; the women, priests, merchants and diplomats 
and the officers of neutral powers to leave Port Arthur, 
and to extend to them shelter at Port Dalny. Gyama is 
given authority to remove non-combatants not enumerated 
providing it does not affect the military operations.

.\liilou.se\-itcli, the lale rear Admiral 
Witliofl's ehior of slalT, uutler date of 
Aiigiiat 12tli : "At dawa of August 10th 
our I'ort Arthur s(in!idron begau to 
iiiakG for tlio open sea nud emerged 
from the port at i) o'cloek. Tlie squad- 
ron consisted of six battleshipu, tlie 
eniisers Asl;ol(l, l)iaiia, I'lilhula and 
Xovil;, and eight torpedo boats. Tliu 
.lapanese opposeil with the following 
I'oice: A lirst detaclinient consisting 
of tlie battleships Asalia, IMikasa, Fuji, 
Yashima and Shikishima, aud tho cruis- 
ers iXisshin tiud Kasuga. A secQnd de- 
taehmeut consisting ol tlie cruisers" Ya- 
konio, Kasagja, Chyjltose and- Takua- 
.siiga, aud u tliird dotacliineut consist- 
ing of the cruisers Akitsusbima, Id- 
sunio, Matsushiuia, Itsukushima and 
llasliidate and the battleship Oliinyeii 
with about thirty torpedo boats. 

"Our squadron manoeuvred to gain a 
passage through the line of the- enemy's 
ships. Meantime the Japanese torpedo 
boats were haying lloatiug mines in the 
way of our siiuadron, thus rendering 
evolutions very dillicult. 

"At 1 p. m. our squadron, after forty 
niinnles' hghting, sueeeeded in elleeting 
a. passage and shaped its eourse to- 1 
wards Shantung. I'hi; enemy, follow-' 
ing at full speed, caught with US', 
slowly, and ;it o'clock lighting agan i 
began, and continued for some hours 
without either side obtaining any ad- >

•■After nightfall the Czarevitch being 
iiiialih- to follow the smiaiiron and lus- 
ing .sight of it, took a .-ioutherly direc- 
tion ill order to attom]>L to reach Vhidi- 
vosiock under her own steam. .She 
was attacked by torpedo boats during 
the night, and at dawn was in the vi- 
cinity of Shantiiiig. The ollleer coni- 
niandiilg the S(iua(lron having exiunine^l 
and determined the extent of the dam- 
age to the Czarevitch, concluded that 
she could nut luako Vhidivostock and 
allowed her captain to iirocecHl to Kia- 
< hou for n>pairs. Those killed included 
itear Admiral Witboft, ' navigation tlag 
Lieutenant AzerielT, Navigating Lieuten- 
ant DragniuHlie^-itch.

Admiral Togo Reports That But 
One Russian Escaped 
Scatheless. 



Cruiser Bayan Did Not Leave 
Port and Remnants Cannot 
R'e>enter. 



Washington, Aug. l,'!.— The .laiiaaese 
legation has received ilie iDllowiiig ca- 
blegram <laled Tokio, today: 

Admiral 'I'ligo reports •'iliat of the 
six Uussian battleships which were cn- 
gageil ill i!ic lialllc ol .\iigu-<i liiili, live 
are lielieved lo liavi' beiMi seriously dam- 
aged. Both masts of the roiiiiMla wcn^ 
broken and her big guns cease<l lo work. 
Tho Ketvizan appareiUly siilTered the 
most seriously, owing to our conceii- 
triitcd fire on lior at a distance of 3,500 
iiii'fes. The damage to Che cruisers wn.s 
probably les.< koi'Ious. Tbe cruisev 
r.ayaii did not come out at Port Ar- 
thur. The damages to our .'ships hav.' 
already been teinpor.iriU' repaired. 

Toklo, Aug. 13.— It Is Itelleved here 
tbat the Russians will not be able to I'O- 
pair the live battleships repioMed by 
.\dmiral Togo to have lieeu damaged 
ill tlie ici'cin sea ligliliiig at I'ort Ar- 
thur. The .lapanese land batteries now 
coiiiniaiiiliiig the entrance lo the har- 
bor could render this work impossible. 

ISefori' the Itnssian licet <'m<'ru,'d from 
I'ort .\rlliiir on .\ugiist Klili, the .lajia- 
llese batteries <'oiilil rcai-ii the warsliips 
lli(!re with shells and the docks wei'i- 
exposed to a hrc. the severity >i( which 
was increasing conslaiilly. It is doubl ■ 
cil if the ships will be able liv go to sea 
without undergoing repairs, and it is re- 
]iorteil that t'.ie Russians tlH'lilsch'cs 
will destrov them bi'fore I'ort Arlliur 
rails. 



Chefoo, Aug. 13.— 5our torpedo boats 
or torpedo boat destroyers, apparently 
.lapanese, eutertHl . tJils fbarbor at ,S 
o'clock. A cruiser remaiued outside the 
liarbor. One the torpedo boats ex- 
changed signals -ivitili the Chinese flag- 
ship.

(en route to the front;, July 25. — Tho 
ileijo Maru was a coaster before the 
war began, a little freighter tlint car- 
ried bean cake aud other things; now 
she curries a Cargo of war correspond- 
<'ius, nineteen of us, represimtiiig some 
ot the best newspapers of llie world, to 
a "certiiiii jilace." In lliis i-ase the cer- 
tain pluee is I'ort .Xrtliur, via Diilny, 
wliero ^^•e exper't; to land. In the lan- 
guage ol (ieorge ,\il»> there is something 
doing at I'ort .\rthnr, and wo expect 
lo see what befals there. We are a 
Iiarty <if good fellows, and there are 
sonu! veterans among us. There is Mid- 
lini I'rior, with liis "color bo.x," us John 
Vox calls it, spread across bis breast- 
ribbons »woh ill' twenty-six campaigns. 
There is, Bennett .Burleigh, who iias 
.seen nearly as 'many,'- Lionel , James, 
iho only corresjiondcnt -who ,!had'uscd the 
wireless in war; ' Richard Harding 
Davis, the hovelist, who has four plays 
j'uniiiiig in New York today, so he toil's 
nio; ,Jobn Vox, who wrote "Tho Little 
Shcplu'rd of Kingdom Come"; George 
I/yiich and otlu'r iiu'ii known to fame, 
and others who seek fame. Tlicro litis 
been nothing hut khaki and pith iiol- 
nicts in sight for days, for wo are giddy 
in our (ield toggery. I'ut if yon could 
see the interprc-ters and servants; they 
are things of beauty and and a joy 
forever. We are all survivors of that 
streiiuons campaign of tho Imperial ho- 
tel at Tokio, of the roumls of dinners, 
afleriicion teas and otlu'r little affairs 
which reminds oiio of tho liardships of 
war. Now Marttjn J. Egaii of the Asso- 
ciated. 'piress, , is the, sole survivor, loft 
to tight the strenuous campaign of To- 
kio all aloue. ' . We"h'ave .]aid away our 
silk bats, tinned iip <>ur tvopk coats and 
dinner jackets and got Into field kit at 
last. 

What a day it was when the relief oC 
the ruiperiiil Hotel took idaee. We 
were ordered to report at the war de- 
partment, and there we learned that wo 
were to embark on the transport Ili-ijo 
Maru at Sliimouoseki, ami we could get 
then' us liest we <'Oiil<l. We got there. 
The Mmpress of flhina was nailing 
fniiii Yokoliaiiia. She does not call at 
3Ii)ji 111- Sliiiiioiioscki. but we could go 
t<i .Nagasaki and return. AVe ilid. 
Tllrou^dl the famous inland sea with 
d^lig-ktJj^il ^weather .we, won't. by Jhe Em- 
preBBV|luer^aifd^blSNHgaiplc{l«£^^l th ere 
was to be «ocn. Two days we stayed 
Ibcro. and saw how Nagasalii relieved 
tho on passant American soldier. Naga- 
saki lis a veritable sailor',s port, with its 
becrhalls and curly headed syrens, Eng- 
lish and American, German, Italian, 
French, all shouting: "Come inside and 
have some icp-colil beer" when an 
.\inerii'an triiusiiort arrives. 1 w;i;; told 
at Nagasaki that when martial hiw 
was lirsi ileelareil the ti-aiis]iort <'aptain 
kept bis ship's i-ompany on heard, but 
the niaviu- and provincial otiicers <'anie 
to plcail tliiit the siddiers be allowed 
ashore. There would be no trouble. 
They iK'ciled the money. Tlie t r!insi>ort s 
of UiKde .^am go to Nagasaki once a 
month, and it is estimated that they 
leave $20,000 there, inclusive of the 
money spent in coal and supplies.

I'lie 
roiiin ill wiliicli I siftut tho last two days

THR BATTERED E LAGS HIP 



tl.ljfoo, Aug. fy.— The steamer Dag- 
mar, arriving tonight from ICaichou, 
had on board the harbor pilot who steer- 
ed the ruined battiesUip C/.arevitch into 
tnut port.' lie conlirms the report of 
the dissociated Press regarding the 
damage to the- Czarevitch, and adds 
that her rudder shaft was brokL'ii dtiT- 
lug the Ught, but her engines are not 
badly injured, lie expressed the opin- 
ion that the lighting days of the Czare- 
vitch are over and that she will pos- 
sioly be dismautlcd. 

A private telegram received here to- 
night says that the Jlussian battleship 
Czarevitch has moved farther into the 
Kaichou harbor, following a demand 
made by the Japanese that the Rus- 
sians eoiiic out and -light. It is sur- 
mised that the Czarevitch will be dis- 
mantled. 

A despatch to the Associated Piless 
from Kaichou, filed today at iioon, 
coutirmiug the previous reports o£ tho 
serious damage indicted upon the 
L'zureviteli and says that for this rea- 
.sou the battleship is unable to leave 
port. The Russian toriJjdo boat de- 
stroyers Uezposhtchadui and Bezschu- 
niiu, botli slightly damaged were tak- 
ing on coal t'jday. The destroyer Bez- 
straslmi has not been injured. 

W'lien coaling oiierations were com- 
lileted the Clerniaii cruisers l'"uert,t JLiiU' 
iiiarck and llausa cleared for action. 
Jl is believed they will nut .allow thu 
ileparture ot the Russian ships. It is 
now reported that Admiral Jlcszvitch 
has' died of his wounds iu an liosiiital, 
'Two oUlcers and eight sailors, all seri- 
ously injured, aib at present in an hos- 
pital. The rumors current Jiere of 
lighting at Kaichou are not believed, 
as the latest messages from there made, 
no mention thereof. 

'The German cruiser Thetis left 
Kaichou hastily today. An Italian 
warship also left. 'The destiuatious of 
these two vessels are unknown. 

Admiral Togo is said to be with tho 
main portion |of the 'Japanese lleet, 
which has gone towards Shanghai. 
'This portion of the lleet iuclutles all 
the battleships. The whereabouts oi 
the Bussian cruisers Pallada and Novil; 
are not known here. It is believed that 
if those vessels are still alloat tlley will 
undoubtedly endeavor to connect with 
the N'ladivoslock squadron. 

A ciplier lelegram received at Os.'ika, 
■laiian, conlirms previous reports tliat 
the .lapaiM'Se main siiuadroii is hound 
tor a northern destination "on an ac- 
livi' campaign.'' 

'Tho Associated I'ress correspondent 
at Ivtih'hou wire.s_ iliut the iiussia;i 
hattlesliip C/.areviteli received terrible 
punishment in the light off .Shantung 
promontory on August lOtli. The light 
last troiu noon until evening. 'The 
Czarevitch bore the brunt of the fight- 
ing until 4 o'clock In the afternoon, 
when Admiral \^ ithoft was hit by a 
shell which blew his body to pie(.'es, only 
one of his legs being found after tho 
e.^:lllosion.

January, I'M-, ti royal commission hnd 
been aiipoUited to consider the llsliery sll- 
uutlon In this province, wheit the cun- 
r.ers presented a memorial setting fortn 
the amount of capital Invested and the 
necessity of protection. Unless the man- 
ners werft fairly dealt with, these Interests 
would suffer. There was n ;;rrat danger 
of $3,000,000 worth or pi-openy lieconiiuK 
absolutely valueless. Tliey should not be 
ecmpelleil to oi-eet cauniHles elsewhere, 
as thefe were enough now, and all that 
was nce.ssury was that the iraji llei'nses 
Should lie distributed fairly and C(iuUabIj-, 
Professor I'l-lnce and others In authorltj- 
had given every a.ssuranee that the can- 
ners would bo fairly dealt with, but the re- 
sult was the contrary. 

Mr. liell-lrving went ou to .say that tliero 
were -JO canneries on the Fruscr, river, 
and seyen trap licenses aUd been granted 
to owners. Six of these were to one party. 
On the Skeena the canners united In say- 
ing no licenses should be granted. There 
were eannerh'S there, and all these 

licenses Issued by the Uoniinlon govern- 
ment had been to one concern. It prac- 
tically amounted to, this fact, that all. the 
licenses were granted to two-lndlyldoals, 
neither being resident In cither Vancou- 
ver or New Westminster, where the great 
bulk of the canning .industry In lirltlsh 
Columbia was centred. Uvory part of 
the province should receive fair treat- 
ment. It was most nccessai-y that the 
lioudiuon government should grant no 
licenses next year -before some proper and 
equitable, scheme was "approved of. AH in- 
terested .sUouId^Bb.^consldcred.; 

'in northern 'waters the present method 
of fishing was very flatlsfaetory, but ns 
to the future the canners cannot say. If 
traps were Introduced there it would mean 
the complete dislocation and disturbance 
of labor conditions. The Indians there 
are dependent nearly altogether upon the 
salmon fishing Industry, and they would 
sun or , severely. AVhnt was urgently re- 
(julred was not additional means to cap- 
ture the llsh, but measures to Increase the 
supply. The depletion went on steadily, 
but there was no recuperation In the isup- 
piy. 

Mr. Ilell-Irvlng then moved that In view 
of the large sums Invested by canners 
and fishermen In the salmoa fishing In- 
dustry in (permanent Improvements and 
nppllanccs on the strength of existing 
regulations. It la necessary that when trap 
licenses arc Issued vested Interests should 
be fully safeguarded; this board oblects 
strongly to 'the manner In vUlch licenses 
have been granted up to the .present' time, 
and urges that no licenses whatever shall 
be Issued for the peason of 1905 until a 
scheme has been adopted which shall be 
fair and equitable to the large Interests 
Ipvolred; and In view of the depletion of 



the supply of salmon making It urgently 
uecessary that an Increased number of 
hatcheries be built and operated on the 
Fruser river, Klvers Inlet, and SUtena riv- 
er, this board prays that prompt steps be 
'aken towords that .end. 

In seconding the resolutiou, Mr. Burnett 
said he T»as heartily In accord with It. 
The Liberal Association was also unaul- 
mously In favor of similar action and had 
'appointed a committee to draft a resolu- 
tion dealing with favoritism over bona Ude 
caunerymcn. 

The chairman asked Ht. ■ nell-Irvlng if 
there were any way in which the canners 
of British Columbia and I'uget Sound or 
the governments o.f the t-AO countries 
could co-operate to prevent the depletion 
of the llsh.- As It was, the Americans were 
stealing our fish, while the Fruser cau- 
ueties only got the overflow. For his part 
he thought the government was acting 
loollshly In not granting llieuses. 

•'Hut It' they are to be granted, It should 
be done fairly," Mr. iturnett lenuirked. 

.Mr. liell-Irvlng said the canners Infinitely 
I leferred that no traps be granted, rather 
thiiu that one or two people should secure 
a monopoly to the rulu of the Interests al- 
ready vested. The Industry was In such 
a depressed condition that it ouly needed 
the last straw to kill It, and it was a very 
serious matter to Vaucouvcr and New 
Westndnstcr. If there were a fair distri- 
bution of the licenses, most oC the fish 
would bo brought to the Frasor river and 
ei; lined there. There has l>cen an associa- 
tion of I'uget Hound canners formed for 
the propagation and conservation of the 
salmon, and they were fully alive over 
there to the Importance of the question, 
Jlr. Hell-lrvlng said. They had only been 
organized a few weeks aud were not sutll- 
eleutly consolidated yet to devise a 
scheme. There were ways in which the 
hatcheries could be on British soil, oper- 
ated by lirltlsh subjects, aud In the main- 
tenance of which the Anicrleans could as- 
sist, but It had been pointed out to them 
that they will not be permitted to operate 
hatcheries of their own gver here. - 

'i'bQ resolution' carried unanimously.

Gas .at Stcveston. 

The i>ii>e that the Richmond Oil 

Company has boon awaiting a long time 
will arrive over the C. I'. It. tomorrow, 
says tlie Vauoouver I'ruviuce, aud tlio 
driUiug operutious that have been sus- 
peiideil for the last week or more pend- 
ing its delivery, will ho resumed ou 
iSlouday. 

Jlr. II. C. Fritt.s, supcrliitemleiit ot 
operations for the couipiiiiy, is in tlie 
city toiltiy, iiiid «tiitcj that he liglitcd 
the gas last night for a test, and that 
he litid a Hare niu« feet in width by 
eighteen feet in heiglil, which was 
plainly -seen in Westminster The com- 
pany hi now down nine hundred and 
twenty-lla-ee feet, and . lie says th^' 
pressure of gas is •enormous. A half- 
iiii'li pipe taps the. big ten-iuch casing 
at the top of tbe'V&errick eighty-four 
feet from the surface of the grouud, 
and runs fifteen feet higher up. The 
gas is lighted from the escape end of 
th.e small pipe. 

Mr. Kritts stiys he is iibsolutely as- 
sured of the existence of oil. The ile- 
posit 'Of gas invariably precedes oiU the 
only thing to make an opertitor doubt 
whore he stands being when the gas 
comes for a short time and then plays 
out. A steady llow of gas has contin- 
ued ever since it was lirst struck some 
throe weeks ago, at an average pres- 
sure of seventy pounds to the square 
inch, and the existence Of great quanti- 
ties lias been proved.

Former Manager S. F. Pariisii 
Publislies Statement About 
His Regime. 



.S. p. I'urrlsh, former manager of Le 
Itoy mine, has sent the foUowlnK letter 
to the Engineering and,' MlnliQg' Journal, 
New York; • -i- j •' 

San Francisco, Aug. 5.— To the Editor: 
In view ot the-faqt thot' numerous articles 
have appeared In the American papers, as 
well as in the Kn,.'llsh press, concerning 
the Le Koi mine. It Is but right that some 
facts coucernlng this iiroperty be placed 
before those Interested In mining, as tliey 
are of importance. 

When I took charge of the mine and the 
smelter at Northport as general manager, 
in February, 1003, I was informed by my 
predecessor that the mine was about 
w orketf out, ond its life %vould continue not 
to exceed six montlis, or Into the siiiuiiier 
of that year. The iiei esslly of linniedl- 
Vtely Inaugurating a plan of prospecting 
and putting It Into operation was aiipir- 
ent, and It was done. Diamond drill holes 
uud cross cuts were made: to tbe'south of 
the old workings. In entirely new territory, 
with satisfactory results in many lu- 
Btuneos, On the bottom, or foot lev- 

el. 1,200 feet vertically from the surface, 
the rcs»ilt of this work was very valu- 
able, disclosing, as It did, lu places bodies 
of merchantable ore:: valuable not only to 
Ihe Le Rol mine, but to Rossland camp 
In general, as the dlscovcrj* demonstrated 
for the lirst time the existence of ore at 
great depth on Red mountain. In addi- 
tion to lliiding this solid ocr, a highly min- 
eralized zone extending the entin.- length 
ot the claim was found, <ipeiilng a large 
lield for warranted prospectlug. 

So successful -. was ^ this T work.. that upon 
niv retiring from the general monagenieiit 
of the affairs of the company- on June! i, 
1001, there was much, if not more, ore in 
«lght In the mine' than' at any;) period in 
ilts history. 

The method adopted sonic years iigo of 
sampling the output of the mine at the 
mine has only recently been really proven 
to be faulty, although both the late Oscar 
.S/oiitagh, manager of the JJorthiiort smelt- 
er, and E]..Ji 'Wllsoni the Incumbent, malu- 
■tabled that the ore did not carry the val- 
ues represented by the mine !;ampllng. 
The attention of the company was drawn 
to this fact several years ago, but no ac- 
tion wns taken In the matter until 1 de- 
cided th.nt In the Interest of all com'cra- 
ed, a method of accurate sampling must be 
adopted, not only for the protection ot 
the mine Itself, but to eHtabilsh a reputa- 
tion for the smelter as being beyond doubt 
accurate In Its sampling, In Its endeavor 
to build up a custom business. With this 
i>nd in view I purclmsed In October. 100.1. 
a Vezin sampler, which was to have been 
delivered at the smelter In 00 days. Owing 
to unavoidable delays, tt .wos not . Installed 
.udHi Aprili 1801. Upon Its Installatloa the 
first accordte- sampling., of ' Le Bol Com-

The article by Miss Metcalfe is one 
Of the best and most comprehensive on 
tiib' subject wc have seen in n long list 
of .short articles. She riKhtly refers to 
l!i(> mystery which siuToiuuls the origin 
of the North American Indians. A 
^rcat many theories have been ad- 
:van'ced regarding them. We do not 
know that any writer of note has seri- 
ously considered the Indian to be an 
milocthone, or produce of American 
soil; but almost- every other source lias 
boeli attributed to hiinT "Some 'think 
thai the Iroquois, owing to the fact 
that some words of Indian origin re- 
sembled some words of the Basque lan- 

^ giiage in Southern ■•France and- North- 
■ern Spain, were descended from the 
people of the Pyrenees; but the paral- 

• lels shown to exist are thought to be 
accidental coincidences, though as the 

torigin of the Basque races is In itself 
shrouded in inuch dbiibt they miiy have 
been one of tlio western races of Eu- 

' rope with whom in the Illimitable long 

; ago the American Indians were allied. 

' Miss 'Metcalfe :fioil3ider8':.that the In- 
dians wero' in America during 'the'' gli- 

,■ cial period, and wero driven to the 
narrow isthmus of Panama, from which 
they again siiread to tho northward. 
How long it has been since the ice age 
is purely a matter of speculation. Geolo- 
gists do iiot agree ou it. It was cer- 
tainly a very long time in the past, 
possibly hundreds of thousands of i 
jears; and how long .before that Am-J 
erica was segregated from Europe by , 
the- submersion of the continent of At- 1 
huitis is equally uncertain. In lany 
event the red man of America has been 
long enough alono kju the continent 

10 liave developed into a distinct race, 
and to have had his language so modi-, 
lied that it bears but little resemblance 
to any other known language of th*; 
world. I 

All are familiar with the theory that I 
llie Maudans were llie descendants of a 
Welsh colony supposed lo have been 
planted long ago iu America. The Man- 
ilaas iwere a tribe at the timo of Lewis 
and,€lark limited in number, but bcar-i 
ing marks of evident superiority over ' 
neighboring tribes. Physically many of 
them might have' been accepted as 
models for str.tues of perfect men. Their 
< i)liir, too, was much lighter than the j 
J'.lackreet, who were their nearest neigb- 
Ihirs. .\ missionary among tliem named i 
Jones discovered many wonls that he' 
<;onsidcred of distinctly Welsh cirigin. 
Another writer taught tliat the lndi:ins 
were the deseendants of tho lost Ten 
'I'rilic's of Israel. There are also the- 
ories that the iiulians are .Mongolian, I 
Talaric, .Malayan, etc., etc. For some, 
time it was held as almost indisputable | 
that many of our I'acilic Coast tribes 
were descended from the Japanese, or ; 
Chinese, or both. Tliis was a eonclii- ; 
sion largely based on physical resem- i 
blance. It was thonghi, and is still! 
held by some good :iir, hin ilies, that i 
there wi're scries of miu'i-aiions from j 
the -N'ortlnvost coast ol .\sia by way i 
of Uehring Sea, which gi-adiially tilled ■ 
up the whole l'a( itic slope from Ihej 
Arctic circdc lo at least :is far as tliej 
isthmus of raiiania. Thci-e arc alsn ' 
traditions (jf very I'arly incursions uf 
Asiatic tribes, and sonic relics of (,'hin- 
csc junks ami oihci- teslanicntary lloi^- 
sain and jetsam in suii|iiiri of an 
Asiatic origin. So far, however, as 
anything detinile has been ascertained, 
it is quite as probable tliat the western 
tribes of Asia sprang from the Ameri- 
can Indian and nngraled by way of 
Bohring Straits from this coast. 

In regard to tlie striking likeni'ss 
M'hicli the lliiida Indians, for instance, 
bear to the .lapanese, whii'li has bi-cu 
.so ofti'ii rcnuirkiHl, there may have 
been local iiilcrcourso and intermarriage 
at sinne time Ihrough the .accidental 
wreckage of .fapancsc or Chinese ves- 
sels on the west coast or by Ihe plant- 
ing of a cohiny here of .Mong<dia ns 
who finally were mei-ged into the mi- 
tive races. Without records of tho past 
it is impossible to say to what extent 
coninnnucation may have taken place 
in prehistoric time. 

Apart from any such physical resem-

TUK C.\SE OP BlSIIOr rOTCEU. 

The whole of tho United States is 
more or less perturbed by a discussion 
which has arisen, oyer the effort of Bish- 
op Potter to establish in New York a 
"model .saloon," something lafter tho 
"Earl Grey public house" in England. 
We have been familiar for some timo 
with the views of Bishop Potter on tho 
subject of the saloon, which lie regards 
in the great majority of instances as the 
"poor man's club," He argues that tho 
rich man has his club, and tho ordinary 
well-to-do man liis family and his home, 
while the poor man, even if ho be 
married, Jias little of the comforts of 
life. Man is a gregarious and a social 
animal, and will, like all other animals, 
herd with otlu'r men in some plac! and 
fashion. U is his instinct to meet his fel- 
low and gossip over a-,cup of tea or a 
glass of grog. It is to adapt modern 
<'ondilions to this instinct in the human 
breast, which Bishop Potter thinks it is 
iiniiossible to successfully legislate 
against, that he lias gone in for a sa- 
loon. Tlie lyiie of saloon is one which, 
while satisfying tlie cravings for fellow- 
ship,.;?fvill be free, he hopes, from tlie in- 
fluences Which make ordinary saloon I'fo 
dangerous and objectionable. To that 
end ho became a patron of a new'kiud 
of drinking place, a sort of tavern. Tho 
iullnenccs of graft are removed, and the 
bartender is a Christian gentleman, who 
offers the minimum of temptation to his 
customers. Nothing but the very pur- 
est of liquors are sold. No one is en- 
couraged to drink them, and other, non- 
inlo.Kicating liquid refreshments aro pro- 
vided in ample quantity. lui other 
words, the same kind of influences arc 
sought to be thrown about the saloon as 
arc incidenl to home life where alcohol- 
ic beverages are not excluded. Natural- 
ly, tlie action of a clergyman, who has 
been ver.v prominent in church work and 
social reforms, in giving his olllcial sanc- 
tion to drinking in a public house has 
drawn down on his head the condemna- 
tion of a large number of iiis brethren 
in orders, «n<l of a large section of 
ichurchworkers who syiupathi/!e with 
prohibition. 

There is, especially in the evangelical 
sections of the Christian church, a con- 
siderable element that has always given 
a very literal interpretation to the pre- 
cepts ot- thfr-^Biblc, aud.,.AVheu we are 
commanij'ed to avoid Clio ' very appear- 
ance of evil that is construe<l so as to 
allow no loophole of escape. The lino by 
some men is dra^\^l so tightly in moral 
and religious matters that there .is. ab- 
solutely n6 rooni' for compromise, in 
the days when alcoholic liquors began 
during an evangelic wave to be driven 
from the home it was tho ett'ect of liter- 
alism.! Holy .Writ- Bays that no drunk-; 
ard shall inherit- the'' Kingdom of heav- 
en. Ijiterally a drunkard is one who 
drinks. Ergo, no one who drinks can 
be saved. This represents the mode of 
reasouiug' of the iiteralisti who < becomes 
a proliibltionisl"''perf6rce. '''A*' very 'large 
number of very good men disagree with 
this view of the case, and believe in the 
exercise of personal freeiiom in the mat- 
ter of what we sliiill eat and drink. 
Some of these believe that it was actual- 
ly tlie moral suppression of the liberty 
of drinking at home that built up tbe 
saloon ami imblic house, which, tree 
from the restraining iiillueiices of lioiue 
life, became a curse to the nation. These 
■are all matters of opinion, am', we do 
not suppose tin? time will ever come 
when we Khali all tliiiik alike on any suii- 
ject. Bishoi) I'otler evidi'iitly takes the 
practical view of minimizing the evils 
of tho public house by increasing llieir 
respectability and diminhsliing the temp- 
tations to frequent them for jiure drink- 
ing purposes. He has no doubt been 
encouraged by the Earl Grey experi- 
ment to which reference Ims already 
bi-en made. An exchange says that "Tho 
inodid saloon has passed the experi- 
mental stage in the larger cities of Eng- 
land where, under the patronage of Earl 
Grey, assisted by men of highest stand- 
ing in English iihilant liropy and public 
life, their estalilisliniciit is biised uiioli 
the re<'ognition of iiKlisinitaljlc though 
^lisagroealde fact. The saloon, or pub- 
lic hous<'. serves as a club lor certain 
classes, rnscriipuloiis cnpiilily lakes a<l- 
vantngc of Ihis ]ialronagi' in the sale of 
vile but iirohiahle adiillcralioiis. aicd 
the inti oilnct ion <<( dcgi-ading accessories 
and forms of .ciilci iaiiuiioiu , from whieli 
sjiring most baneful inlliienccs." 

On the ouher hand, eiiuully well-mean- 
ing persons see in the new movement a 
recognition of the drinking evils whicli 
should have countenance in not tbe 
smallest ■<legree or iu any form. Be- 
tween these two views agreement seems 
inipo.ssilde. It is only when through ed- 
iicMiive olTorls the great ii:ass of ihe 
]iuljlii' come to one side or the other 
will a governmental policy of some i;iud 
he ailopte<l as a remedy of the drinking 
evil. Perhaps dogma stands too mucii 
iu I ho way of rei'oncilcnieiit of views. 
'I'.'inpi'raiiiT in srliooN i.-. laiig'ht too 
ii'iii-li I'l'"!'! the dcignialic iiiid loo lliil*' 
from llie jiliysical p'liiit of view. Mcdi- 
e;il .si-iciicc is jiretiy well agreisl that, 
whalever may lie the Ihi'ological as|ii'ct 
of the <-ase, little beiiciii to llii' system 
ever arises from the iisi' of alcoliidic 
iK'Ver.-iges, and thai in the iiiiijorily of 
ca.ses it is harmful in iirojiortion to tlie 
e.vtout of use. The same might be saiil 
of tobacco, tea, coffee and many other 
stimulants, the use of which has l)e<:om(^ 
incorporated into the customs of the pco- 
pl.'. 

It will probably be conceded in the 
years to <'ome that tli(> evils of tin' sa- 
loon, and many other places of iiojnilar 
resort, arise from Ihe lack of a iirojier 
home life, which is being mm-e and more 
iiegleetetl as the safet.v valve of social 
organization. The boy or girl bnuight uii 
to regard Ihe home as a place of enjoy- 
nient and iih'asnrable rei'idlecl ions from 
wliieli many forms of aniusenicnt, iniio- 
eciil ill Ihcniselvcs, have not lici'ii loiii- 
islicd bis'iiuse of t.lie evils alleiidiug 
thi'lii els(;whcre, seldom goes wrong in 
•till* big world into which he or she 
emerges ill after life. Too many "idubs," 
insiilutiou"! and organizations, iiliil.an- 
thropic, "useful" and otherwise, of the 
present day lend lo draw iicople away 
from the h'Oiric, which liccoiii''s a slee]i- 
ing and eating place rather than what 
lit ought to be—the paradise of life. 1 1' 
the home be dull and uninteresting and 
so rwtfod over with restrictions as to 
<':^cludo tho sunlight of life its inhabi- 
lauls will go beyond it to seek enjoy- 
menls lo whieli the world caters in the 
spirit of sordid commercialism.

.luno 1st and Yoko'liama on the liTth 
lilt., arrived in port <'arly yesterday 
morning with considerable cargo for this 
port iiieluding a shipment of shells and 
nilier iiiiinit ions of war for the war 
slii|is at I'Isciuimalt.

They saw nothing of the Rus- 
sians altliough rhey heard a goiid deal 
of them at oV'k(diania. where thi^re was 
some excitement owing lo the exploits 
of the watthips from \'ladiv<)stock. 

Some little anxiety was felt on the 
Oanfa on running north to ^luror.ui 
from Yokohama, ns the Russians, had 
they pulled up the ship mighf'havo bts'u 
inclined to disbelieve that the shells 
wore not destined, for Japan in view ot 
the coiiise the steanicv "was taking. 

Ill regard to the sinking of the Knight 
iConiniaiider, one of the officers of the 
Danfa iioiiits out that the Itussiaiis have 
reason lo be a little crusty with the 
lirilish traders iu the Orient. He as- 
serts that the Hritish ships are not at 
all averse to carrying coal and other 
contj-abaad for t'lic .laii.-i. While the 
Oaiifa was in "i'okpbama there were 
two' lirilish steamers loaded down with 
coal destined for Kobe. I'licy lay low 
while the Kussiaiis were <'riiising in the 
vicinity. .Vimther lirilish trading steam- 
er with Japanese coal was actually 
caught by, the Itussiaiis near Yokirhama,

: Port Arthur m-.iy lie describoil in n 
word as a stroiiic fonri'.ss, Ki>iu-<]iiiji a 
crampi'il liarbdr aud a Hinall dockyard. 
The site lends itsulf iidniirably to laud 
defence. The old Chinese town lies 
at the north-east end of the inner-har- 
bor, where the Russians ('onstTueted a 
fine basin Konio six acres in extent, pro- 
vided with Olio dry dock. A'rouud this 
l)asiii are placed the buildings of tlie 
dockyard, siirroundod by a 32-foot wall 
built ot the local stone. Just outside 
this wall, on a Httlo eniiuenco Btunds 
the palace of the Punnla-tun, <5r Chin- 
ese mandarin of tlie scarlet button. It 
•has been cleansed and is now occupied 
by tlio Adniirjil Suporintendcnt. Clo»6

■that take part in it. But Curtis, ;ih the 
friend of Gi'innell, oecupyiiig the same 
lodge with him, was the guest of the 
Bluekfcet people, and therefore 'had tho 
pare satisfiiftlon of obtaining piotnreii 
of cnreinniilos to '^vhieli few Anglo- 
Saxons have ever been admitted. The 
.'^iin-daiiee he witnessed wjis the last 
one lo be held by llie Itlaekfeet people. 

However, the Xun-d«iiieo of one tribe 
may dilTcr from that of another, ihe 
essentia! feature Is sun-worship anil tho 



self-torture of ambitious young liravoS i 
Willi voluntarily offer theinselve.s in fiil- 
lilluient of a vow, that they may obtain 
the wish of their heart, or to prove 
their -t-ttlor, A ritual of pmilticatiou was 
generally begun during tho winter by 
each of these braves separately, and 
continued <luring several months till the 
d.ite set for the dance, which was al- 
ways in .lime. Invitations were i.ssued 
by the tribe to all the noigliboring 
tribes, ■and many thousands formerly 
euiigrc.gated for the great event. Feast- 
ing, the giving of presents to the poor 
and the forming of alliances amongst 
hostile tribes preceded the sacred dance. 

Heralds or triers, with tuftesj, beaded 
wands ami other masters of ceremonies 
were appointeil to see that all the thou- 
."and jiaud,..^oiie auattws of ritual were 
liroporly-r'eobsorved. Two days •were 
siieaf dn .foVm.ing the groat tribal circle, 
which was sometimes almost n mile in 
diaiuoter. On the third day came the 
wtirk of selecting the great wiirriors 
who were to go in search of tho lu.vstery 
tree- evideu'tly a relic of tree-worship 
coiumon to many Indian tribes, but not 
at all understooil as yet 'by Anglo-Saxon 
sludeirl.s. In this contest the conipeling 
braves, putting on their feather war- 
bonnets ami riding very swift horses, 
raced their slei'ds and three tiiines re- 
coiiiiied their great deeds, even repre- 
scnliiig them in pantoniiiiie. In former 
tinies the wailing ;iiid singing oi wojnon 
who had lost cliildi'i'ii in camp attacks 
mingled with this recital of tldvcuturo, 

On tho 'fourth day the picked warriors 
who had won in the contest 'weut in 
si.irch of the mystery tree. When this 
wa< found they relurneil to camp nnd 
pcri'M-nied Ihe mystic rite of laying liare 
to till' four winds of heaven a sijuare oi; 
viigin earth within the tribal <-ire!e. 
Tliis ••melloweil earth siiaco," which it 
is claimed by some <'t linologlsts, enters 
int. I 'the ri'ligioils cereiiioiiials of nearly 
every North Anierh-an tribe, is believed 
lo r'epre^ciil t'le unappropriated life 
;io-,ver of I lie I'artli. .V <-ei-taiii trailing 
swoci-sinelliiig grass and tbe wicred 
wil.i .sage were then planted on this 
iiptnrneil soil, after which a buffalo 
skull was siLriiilicamly laid upon it. Both 
the biilValo and the wild .sago were iii- 
tiniiitely interwoven with the entire 
fabric of this ceremonial -Sun-d'ance. It 
is even supposcdvthut. tlie time bf;eele- 
brating this great religious festi-7ttl -was 
.set bv the blonniing of tlie sage. 

The assault upim the m.vHtery tree on 
the fifth day by the great army of 
braves in battle array moiintwl on swift 
horses was a remarkable spoctacle. 
Tyieiiteiiant Scliwatka, who was present 
al what was probably the greatest Sun- 
dance that has ever been iield, has given 
a vivid picture of the soUt4iry old war- 
rior stationed on the hilltop, whoso sac- 
red ita.sk it was to give the signal for 
a.ssault .-It the moment of sunrise. His 
lived hvure .silhouetted against the ten- 
der glow of dawn in t:lie sky wa.s watcll- 
cil breathlessly by the waiting thou- 
sands below. Suddenly rising to the 
full gtandopr of • his height he braced 
himself ifor, 'bhe Output of all Ids powere. 
iVs the •red disk appeared above tho hori- 
zon ho lifted his nnn to the oast nnd 
gave a troinondous shout. Instantly the 
arinv ot warriors leaped forward to tho 
chat'ge uiwn the tree, all their pent-up 
savagery venting itself in w-ar whoops, 
wild blows and death-dealing .'?hots. 

If t'he tree bravely \ntihstood tho 
charge it was accepted as suitable for 
use as the sun-pole and fellol. Under 
the leader.ship of the Sacred Woman, a 
iroop of virgins, against whom (here 
had never been a breath of scandal, 
were assigned the duty of stripping the 
tree of leaves; but on these and otlier 
points custom frequently vardetl. A 
Teton, whose very accurate and full 
desoriplion.-.<>f the Sun-dance was pub- 
!iMli«lriu>-*h'e Eleventh Annual licport 
of the TJ. 'S. ' Bureau of Ethnolog.v, as- 
sei'is that the sun-i)ole must not bo pro- 
faned bv touch of man until it reached 
camp. 'l"he iiiigeiiuity of the Indian was 
therefore taxed to its utmost Iimit_ to 
iiiid means of couve.ving the tree with- 
out ■personal contact with it, by means 
of liiirsi«s. a litter of sticks, or other 
device. Oulv braves whose greatne.-^.s 
had tieen well pt-oved could assist in 
the sacred act of rai.sing the sun-pole. 

''Ml., siipreiiie act ot this barbarous 
r.-liu-iou-i .Iraiiia was the self-inflicted 
torture of the devotees in .honor of 
whom the Suu-dauco .■was held. .Dur- 
ing tlu! entire -day preceding this torture 
the braves who were .to submit to it 
engagetl in a ceremonial dance with 
faces turned toward the sun. Tho next 
morning thev olTered themselves to a 
iii'-dicine man. who. lifting up tbe loose 
shin from each breast, made in<-isioiis 
with a sharii kiiif" anrl inserted skew- 
ers bv means of which the di'Votoes 
were 'raised fnini the ground ami sns- 
pcii.led from the Miu-pole. where, agoii- 
r/.ed and Ulcdim:, with faces (uriied iil- 
wa.i-s to llie sun. lliey swung until suii- 
se;,' unless th.' terribh' strain upon the 
skill enabled thoia to break loose before 
iho fateful hour of sunset airrivod. Buf- 
falo .skulls wi'fe sometimes fastened to 
the heels (if the sufferers and tho weird 
chanliug ami daudug of other devotees 
.iddul to the barbarity of a scene on 
which civilized mau does not like to 
dwell. , , , ... 

One of the most, remarkable portraits 
that Mr. Curtis obtained in ■'■-.o Uocky 
Mountain region was that of Double 
Uiiiiiier, a I'iegan. There is a strange 
mingling of uncoininorahle dignity and 
cvnicisni in the face-: a hue narca.'^m 
hovers «tiout the thin li|is, all the wih- 
ness and immobility of the typical Ited 
Man an' there, together with a certain 
eagh'-likc ^'l■all'deur. And yet with that 
i^ternlv patrician nose and ironical 
111011111 it ir.ighl also be the face r.f a 
Itoman cvnic. II is inde.-Hl tlie portrait 
of a mau who, though he belongs to a 
vaniiuislu-d race, wouhl die wltlhoilt BUr- 
reiidenng the sei'ret of his Inner. B€lf. 

His personality would !ihvay«> remain 
inviolate and ull(^)n(lU(Tahlo In its hid- 
den Jumoat stronghold. , „ 

Another triumph was the portrait of 
the Sacred Woman of tho Klackfeet 
who took iiart in the ritual of the Sun- 
dance—a .most beneticent face. 

Ill lihe iiictnre of "Old I'erson. on 
the other 'hanil, we see a Hlackfool 
warrior in full baltle costume, toma- 
hawk in liainl. His elaborate war-boii- 
■iict, which extends tar down toward 
Ins heels, is made of eagle pluuK'K. A 
Uliickfoot brave was not only " 
liv-htcr, he was al.so, along with the 
Crow, lihe fasliiouabln dandy of the 
iilains. Il was surprising wiliat r.eganco 
he could pill .into the trapping.s or n 
barbarian. The art -.f d-essmg sicius 
was bmitghl to a much higher d'.'gren 
ot iper.fectioii by his tribe in o.u-;.» t.mes 
.tlrau anioug. ch'dl'jzed jiatiojw. As it was 
his cn8toip'to'pttVfl;blaxilt dresslni: upon 
tho deer ■sktns" that' ■nfere -made into leg 
glngs and moccasins, it is supposed thai 
thi« was liho origin of the name Black- 
feet given to diis tribe. Embroider.'v ot 
■porcMpilie quills, fringe made of long 
•black hair laken in liaH'e fi-oni llie 
heads of his enemies, and a rolie .uade 
of the skin of a young buffalo bull with 
tho imttles of his life iiigeuiously Jilc- 
tliriNl on tihe inner or (b'^ili side, Avere 
some of the rhar.ieteristic features ot 
;„ilet in the old days. Hawk bills 
and dried aiilelope hoofs rattled and 
tinkled .as he stalkcl grandly about. 

Within ten davs after wlitnesslug .the 
famous Siiii-daiice of ihe lUoiCfcfOOt; peo- 
ple, Mr. Curtis wJis in Arizona In time 
for tihe no loss curloas Snake-flanco of 
the IIopl (Moaui) Indians. This occurs 
'in the full moon Of August, and while 
Ihe dance itself occupies less tlinti an 
bour, it is preceded by a period of 
iiroparntion nnd ritual whloh forms nn 
•iinpor,taiDt feature of this mystifying 
ceremonial. Mr. Cnntis was not only a 

'privileged spectator of the Snake-dance, 
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but succeeded in obtaining a number of ton cloth ornainento<l with a picture of 
very valuable portraits of tiie Hopi a vmbhdng serpent. l>angling dn tho 
Snake.

costops and tiieir origin a^ a race. .The 
serpent as shown on their altars -and 
'avails seoms to typify lightning. In 
these ■Iiictnre prayers to the God of the 
Clouds yello'W is said to he use<l when 
rain is ilesired for pumpkins, green for 
corn, red for peaches, etc. .\iul these 
"symlHdic colors apjiear coiispii'uously 
in the docoratiou ot the priests or medi- 
cine men who take part in the Snake- 
dance. 

h'or ei;;lit days before the dance tie- 
giiis certain young men are anointe*! 
and sent on! with bags to the four 
points <ir the comiiass, north, soii!i. 
east, west, to catch the rattlesnakes 
that are to be used <ni this occasion. 
When from Kill to ."iiK) of these have 
been caught, they are given in charge 
to skilled snake-herders or charuieiii. 
who guard ilirni sacredly. Although Ihi' 
snakes retain their deadly fangs and 
are allowed, the freedom of the. undin-- 
ground ceremonial liouse (Estufa) they 
are hi'ld in coniplete sub.jeclion by 
ni.'an.; of the saen-il (.agle-vralids. Tliis 
wand has a re.l wooden handle with a 
green snak.' piclitred upon it. eagle 
feathers tiiiping llie end. Wlienover a 
too imiuisitive snake wri'ggles iiway 
from bis giiai-.lian. bent upon exploring 
the surroiimliug territory, Jio is gently 
brushed with the eagle-wand, which at 
once cowers 'him in the most remarkable 
mil liner and sends him • back to his 
brother snakes dn the corner. 

.Vccording to Captain .Tohn G. Bourke. 
who ibos made a particularly careful 
study of Ibis cereuioiiy, "the Hopi be- 
lieve that snakes have an instinctive 
dread of thoir i>owerlul ami iiiirelenliag 
foe. the eagle. wlios(> mode of .-Ulack is 
lo |a|i the scriii.nl gently with oiii. ..f 
his .wini.'-s a.n.l e\:ispi.i-;iti. it into ii..-k- 
iiig a spriir.;-. When the snake has lung- 
ed (iiii with all its f.irco and struck 
tiotOiing but fe.iih.rs. its strength is 
gone and it lie-< uin-oilcil iiiion the 
ground. from this position il cannot 
recover before tie., king of the air li.-is 
seized it in his talons and soared away 
with it to ihis eyrie upon some distant 
niount.-iiu jieak." .\ppareDtly the snakes 
recognize the eagle fcatliera in ttie 
wnml, iwiImlOi explains their terrified and 
precdpitafe retreat the iuslant the wand 
touches them.

At the close of the ceremonies tlio 
snakes are caught up in great Iiandfuls 
by swift runners, who dart along the 
trails tliat lead down to the base of the 
pret-ipice, 'wJiere the snakes are released 
again to the four (luarters of tho globe, 
iiortli, south, east and west. And won 
■to the faithless inquirer, who, meeting 
one by ■the .way, believes that be is 
fangleas. He may thank his stars if 
tbe 'encounter does not prove fatal. 

On the banks of the Colorado river 
Mr. Curtis obtained his fine study of i

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Modern warfare differs from ancient 
and medieval conliicts not only in the 
weajions used, but in the percentage of 
the wounded who survive a battle. In 
the days of haud-to-liaiid fiirhting with 
pike and sword, battleaxe and dagger, 
the easuallies of a beaten army in a 
hotly contested battle were apt to be 
the final losses. The wounded wore usu- 
ally taken prisoners or slain. Few men 
hurt seriously escaped- the fierce and 
close pursuit of the victors. 

lOveii tlie winning side had a far 
smaller pro]i(0'tion of losses whi(di were 
merely temporary or technical than 
armies suffi-r in tlicsi- tiniej^ when every 
man hit by a rille ball figures in tlie 
list of casualtii's. iiiid nine out of leu 
reported woundi-d recover .soon and re- 
join iliidr cniiiiiiaiids. In modern war 
the so-called losses published after a 
battle can be cut down to 25 or per 
cent, of the oflicial numbers in asc -r- 
taining thy pormnrieut diminution of 
the forces engaged 

In this respect, however, battles dif- 
fer widely.

The origin of tlicso co-operative stores 
is vw-y woll worth study, and ouo can 
understand it host by «lio\viii^r how they 
arose in single comiuunitics. Lot us siiy 
that a. number ot workmen in a shoe 
town, finding that tho prices in tha 
stores woi-e too ,lnr:h and knowing that 
■they could buy cheaper wholesale than 
retail, decided to buy all togctlior "Tn- 
'Stead of buying singly. They probably 
Btorted by selecting one of thoir own 
members as buyer for all t>t them and 
paying lilm Bomething for the tTouhk>. 
After half a year, or n. year, the money 
that was saved by buying wliolosalo ii;^ 
utoad of retail, was divided among tho 
•customers or members, according lo tho 
anionut that they bougtlit. Those exppri- 
onents proved so successful in various 
towns througliout the country that tlio 
Tnovempiit spivad wiitli f;roat rapidity. 
Not only in I'^nKhnid iiiul Si-ntlinul, imt 
in Wiiles itnd In'laud as well. n.>t only 
in the manufjicliii'ing, mining and ship- 
ping centres., but oven an the lieart "if 
tlie gi'eat cities, the co-operutive move- 
anent became firmly estnbli.ghed and con- 
tinued to earn large dividends for its 
tnembers. > . : . 

;i Tlie new oo-oporative movomonb did 

not snocee<l witlioiit mueh opposition. 
The retailers, natui-ally, resented hav- 
ing iilieir business curtailed and their 
profits diminished b.v tlie ii<><ii)!(> pttrchns- 
ing wholesale on their nwn nccinint. \t 
first there Vfos much abuse of the ro- 
operators and discredit wan tlvrowni both 



upon their motives and uiwn the char- 
acter of their mauagempnt. Tho retail- 
ers went so far even as to boycott the 
new co-operators by threatening to with- 
draw their patronage from wSiolesalera 
found guilty of selling to co-operators. 

Tho movement grew despite this oppo- 
sition. The wholesalers soon found tiiat 
the co-operators paid readier cash aiid 
were much bettor customers than the 
ordinary independent merchant. Jloriv 
over, as soon us the wholesaJers refused 
to sell to tho co-operators, the latter re- 
plied by starting co-operative wholesale 
■societies of. their '.ibwm';. These wiliolesaJo 
and retail societies -have been of great 
service to one another, and liavo helped 
to strengthen the whole co-operativo 
movement. 

At the present time the co-operative 
stores arc mighty institutions. There 
arc societies in the British Isles, 

oC which thirty-two are very large and 
tlie remainder comparatively amaU. Tho 
largest society of uU is the Co-oporativQ 
Wholesale Society of LauL-aster, which 
does an annual business of over ninety 
million dollars. One of the largest re- 
tfiil organizations is the L/eeds Indus- 
trial Society, .wliich has .fifty, (thousand 
mcnrbcrs aud docs au a'nnua'F.fbusIiiess 
of about seveu and ' one-half miUlon: dol- 
lars. ILf you take the oombinMl Jbusi- 
ness of the societies, this amounts to 
over tiiree hundred and thirty million 
dollars ii year. 

Tlie co-opi.n'utive .societJos do not re- 
strict their business to members, but, as 
a general rule, any one can piircha.-ie 
and secure some rebate, thotigh usually 
at a less rate than members. To become 
a niLMuber, one pays live dollars per 
share, and it'he business is so proliluhli- 
that a fairly hij;li rate of interest is paiil 
upon these shaivs. In fact, tho eoni- 
panics try ratiior to prevent, than to en- 
courage any single co-Operator owning 
too much stock, and itihe? amount tihat 
any indlvlduol or fl.ny family ,moy have 
is strictly limited. As a conseauehee 
the Tiumber of -members is quite Mgh, 
amounting at tho present time to over 
1,000,000; in other words, there are 
about -0 per cent, fewer co-operators 
than trade iinionists, though, of <'onrsc. 
not all lra<lo unionists are co-operators, 
and not all co-operators are trade nnion- 
4sts. I LwUeve it probable, however, that 



over half of tho co-operatore are trade 
unionists, and from the beginning there 
has been a strong and friendly sym- 
patliy between the two mov<>monts. 

The credit of tho co-operative socie- 
ties is escollout, because they have al- 
ways lots of cash at hand aud pay their 
debts promptly imd rapidly earn large 
sums of money. Tho societies do not a t- 
tempt to cut prices, hut meet the prices 
fi.wl by the other stores, ami do nut 
spend money in advertising, in solieil- 
ing trade or in extending long time 
CHMlit to people who are without any 
visible means of support. The advan- 
tage of tho eo-operativo business is that 
it is a straight cash business, and it -s, 
therefore, absolutely safe. . ■ As a couse- 
quence, practically all tilie societies show 
great profits. At the prosent time the 
societies are earning about thirty'-tlireo 
7nillion dollars a ycar, and these tirofite 
are increasing every year. This ques- 
tion of piDlits is the great subjcH^t of 
conversation in the households — especi- 
ally in small communities. The co-oper- 
ative society means for a great many 
of the jieople tho only opiTortunity that 
they have ever 'had to engage in busi- 
ness, and the interest in the dinder.ds 
is as great as tliat among stockholders 
of largo companies. I liave talked with ' 
luoiiy of the people and their families 
in tho' .towns, and the subject of con- 
versation secmcrd very soon to drift to 
what tho Inst dividend was, or what 
the next would proTjnbl.y be. Those 
dividends, which are paid quarterly, 
;iro very high, nnd in a groat many 
oases, they anioniit for members to liS 
per cent, upon Hut total amount piir- 
cliased. If the dividends s:),k to less 
than 112V1' per cent, there is ninch criti- 
.(•isiii, and not inlreiniently informal 
gatherings of the housewives are held, 
at whicii llieir discoiit r-nt is given voice 
to in no uncertain tones. 

What astonishes one most at tho co- ^ 
operative establishments, is the little i 
Wts of shops in whicli the business is | 
done. I was aske<l in one place to make 
an estinuite of the probable quarterly 
l)nsiiu'.ss done in that place, and I foinnl, 
lo mv surprise, that the amount ot goods 
solil was !;;(50,000 instead of .'fo.OOO, as I 
had sup|)oscd, nnd I subsenuenlly learned 
ithat there was a still larger co-operativo I 
establishment in the same town. Tho 



places look like little general stores in 
tho small towns,- tliough in tho large 
cities they appear not uulike great em 
poria. 

TJie managers of the store are selected 
by the governing board of tho society 
:imong men who are specially trained 
for it, and the service both of the store- 
keeper and the men under iliian is at 
least as intelligent and 'as olllcient us 
(that of the general retail stores in the 
same community. Tho co-operative so- 
cieties always pay their employees wages 
at least equal to the prevailing scaJe, 
aud usually the remimeration is in ex- 
cess of this rate. 

The co-operative societies of the Brit- 
ish Isles are not primarily interested in 
production, but very much more largely 
in trade. Thoy do, however, have their 
own coffee and tea plantations in tho 
tropica, and fleets of vessels to carry 
goods, and even in this country they 
have extended their lines of activity. 
They own their own buildings, nnd, m 
many instances, they liave small farms, 
ranging from fifty to eighty acres, upon 
which vegetables are grown, cows and 
pigs' pasture and dairy products are ob- 
tained. In many places there are small 
sli'oe faet:ories and repair shops; but 
by far.„,^4ie overwhelming nnijority of 
It he things sold are made not by tho co- 
operative society itself, but by inde- 
■liendent manufacturers. The variety and 
xliversity of these things is extremely 
great. The iiousewife can buy in hor 
co-operative .society, gnnieries and dry 
goods, clothing, hardware, millinery, 
hoots, shoes, meats, furniture, and, in 
fact, everything tliat enters into the or- 
dinary w<irking man's life. The pur- 
chaser, of course, is always at liberty 
to liuy as inucli or as little as he wishes, 
and no attempt is made to urge him to 
increase or even continue his custom. 
TJie beauty of the system is that it is 
based entirely aud absolutely upon the 
privjite interest Of every individual co- 
opcrntor. 

Co-operative societies have proven an 
undoubtixl and per.manent success. It 
has been shown to paraphrase the old 
maxim that "co-operation is the life of 
trade." Successes achieved in the Brit- 
isl, Isles have boon duplicated on tho 
<'oiitiiu'iit, and in many countries results 
have ibeen obtained which are in some 



•fespects more beneficial than those of 
Che British co-operative societies. The 
success of these organizations in Britain 
IS largely duo to the couditions of the 
country and the character of tho popu- 
lation. In the greater part of the' coun- 
'iry, and especially in the .small towns, 
tho population is very stable. In many 
cases the fathers, grandfathers of the 
'Present workers, labored, perhaps, in tho 
same town or even in the same factory 
or mine, jind probably, the children and 
grandchildren of the present workers 
will do so also. Moreover, all the peo- 
ple of Great Britain speak practically 
one language, read- one literature, nnd 
^ire hlled with the same political aud 
industrial traditions and aspirations, 
iracticnlly, too, tho people of Engand, 
as those of Scotland, are practically 
iioiiiogenifous, and, as a consequence, 
there is a mutual understanding among 
tlie piHiple, especially in the same class 
of society and in tho same, community. 
It is these some qualities arid conditions 
— their ability to understand and trust 
One another, that make them take easily 
to co-operation, as it makes them take 
easily to trade unionism. For this rea- 
<^on the difllculties of . establishing suc- 
cessful co-operative societies: in America 
arc very much greater than in Britain 
or on the continent. Some little institu- 
tions of this sort, especially in New 
Kngland, have failed, and the dilliculties 
arising tiMin the heterogeneous charac- 
ter of the population— diirerence of ian- 
guage, the shifting of the population 
from one centre to another, the unwill- 
ingness of tho American to savo small 
sums, etc.. have been increased by other 
factors, ill) America the department 
store and the mail order store have 
reached a development, 'both as to size 
and edlciency in methods, both as to fine- 
ness, attractiveness and cheapness, which 
rcuders the invasion ot the <'o-operalive 
store in our large metroiiolis a matter 
of great dilllculty. Mventiially, however, 
I believe it probable that the <:u-o])era- 
tive store will take root in the United 
States, especially in the more stable and 
homogeneous of the industrial communi- 
ties. Such a movement will probably 
owe its origin to the initiative of tra<lo 
unionists, although, as in lOiu'iand, this 
will be iloiie by individual members and 
not iiv the organization as such.

Ho served 'as 'rector c J 
AbordL'eu Uijiyersity, was uader-secre- 
tiiry of stitto for India, uiider-secretury 
for Iho ^<;olonies, and governor of ila- 
tlnis. Ho has sen'eil as president of the 
iKoyiil /Ueot'i-apliioiii Society and of t he 
Itoyul illisUiriual Society. IIo Jias pub- 
• Jisiied a nmubcr of books, including a 
bioh'rapliy of Itonaii. Now, in 'liis old 
ago, llie is publishiuK bia diary wherein, 
ns lio I'ouiarlvS in llio prufaco to tlu^so 
two voliiniL's: "1 iliavo rcsohitely kept 
to lliu loss sorious side of life. The 
boolvs are little more than a series of 
clever 'auoedotes — a record of 'good 
things.' " And when tlie "good tiling" 
chosen 'lor setting down is (as was us- 
ually .tihe case) the- cleverest story, tho 
itvittiest bon-niot, .uttered lit meetings 
fwliero were gathered England's greatest 
Bcieiitiarts, or at dinners where cabiuot 
Bieinbora, authors, rti-tists, actors and 
other notable folk were assembled, the 
xcsult is bound to be something worth 
Avhile. 

Many of the stories relate to India; 
Us might bo e.\i>ooted, considering Sir 
Mountstunrt's interest In that country. 
Here is one of them: 

Jliss Sorabji told ns, one of tlics,; 
days, tho following story, too good, I 
fear, to l)o wortliy of dniplicit i're<lcnc(>: 
Suar moans in lliiuloostani ji pit;, and is 
31 term, especially when applie<l to ^Iv- 
liai.inicdans, of the most furious abnso. 
Sowar is a trooper. Bilta means a niud- 
iil, while Billl means a cat. At the tlmo 
of tlie queen being proclaimed Empress 
of India, the colodiol of a regiment, in 
■evil 'hour, insisted on addressing it in a 
llindoostaui speech, in commemoration 
of the great evant, and tliis is what ho 
said: "Pigs! the Queen Empress has 
sent to me a number of cats, which I 

■ will now distribute among you. She re- 
quests tliat you will hang them iwind 
your necks and cpatinue to wear them 
Sn that manner." 

Another story of a native potentate 
in the I'aniirs was told the author by 
Kjolonol Younghnsband, who is now 
loading the British troops into Thibet: 

This interesting iwrson liad a few 
years ago murdered liis father, poisoned 
luA mother and thi-own liis two brothers 
over precipices, -and then announood hia 
dee<ls to his suzerain, the Maharaja of 
Kashmir, in the following terms: "liy 
tlie grace of God and the decree of fate, 
my father and 1 fell out. I took tlio 
initiative and settled the nuitter, and 
Hiavo placed myself on tlie throne of my 
ftiicostors." 

Speaking of To'nnyson's <leath. the 
author ciiiot<'s from a letter written him 
* by Wilfrid "Ward: 

M AVo are in grcrnt grief at Tennyson's 
i- 'dfatli. 'Wc went there straight from 
■York House last' month. He was de- 
pressed, and liad lost ihis walkimg pow- 
ers; but ihis mind was not even in tlie 
smallest degree weakoned. 'We talked 
of I^xncelot's dentli, and lie was seri- 
ou-sly tliiiiking of writing on it, but ho 
raised two oljje<.-ti<>ns. One was that 
iLancelot buries Guinevere near Arthur's 
grave, wliich would be imiKJssible after 
: the accoiuit of Artliur's passing in the 
' Idylls; the other was liis sense of the 
greatness of the work if- it was at all 
to ilo justice to the subject. I said: 
"Write a sliort poem." "That is liarder 
still," he said; "a short poem needs so 
much force; a friend of mine used to 
say, 'I liavo not time to write short 
letters.' » 

There is also quote<l a remark of 
Tennyson about himself made to the 
master of Trhiity: "I can execute iik'i 
, Shake.sponre; but I 'liavo nothing in me." 

■ 'An "especially noteworthy passage, in 
view of tho current interest in things! 
Japaneisc, appears under date of Sep- 



tember 11, 1802: "Howortih brought 
down witli ihim," says the aublior, "il 
thing I liuve never seen before, and 
wbich is, iie says, very rare, a scented 
.rnpauese dagger. I thought the smell 
of the blade more liko that of cinnamon 
than anything else to me." A little fur- 
ther along is a story of tho Ainos of 
Japan. We quote: 

Tho pai-ty at dinner was small. I had 
on my riglit the reader of' the paper, 
Henry Savage Landor, whose theme 
was the northern island of Japan, wlr!ch 
the Japanese call Ilokaido, but whicli, 
we improperly, it would . seem, call 
Yes-so. Mr. Lan<lor toUl ine that a 
young lady 'had said to him: "You have 
been traveling among the Ainos, haven't 
youV" "Yes," ho replied. "Thoy live," 
was the rejoinder, "do tliey not, in the 
Ionian Islands . , 

• Of ' Vii.toir^Hngftv!j3iere "are a muraber 
of excellent" stories. On page' 130 of 
the first volume we find this passage: 

Jlr. Gross, who married George Eliot, 
came to call. Wo spoke of "N'ictor Hugo, 
and he told me that Ivan Tonrguonen; 
liad recounted to him a scene wh'ch 
curiously illustrated the iwet's charac- 
ter. IIo luul boon speaking very dis- 
paragingly of all literatuvo outside of 
I'^raiice. "But .surel.v you would say, 
would you not, Maitro, that the G'-T- 
inans 'had a literature?" Interiiosed 
TotirgU(>nofT. "Certainly not," was tho 
reply. "Oh, but had they not a writer 
called (ioethe. who loft behind aim 
some coiisidoralile things?" "No," wa.s 
the i-ejoinder; "I have read his Wallea- 
stoiu, iind I cai"ed very little for it." 

Tliis brouglit out a story fi-om Sidney 
Colvin, who was present: 

Sidney Colviu, who w^as sitting oppo- 
site, said: "I was present once wh m 
tlie conversation turnod upon Goethe's, 
want of Gernmii patriotism during tlie 
Naiwleonic wars. Victor Hugo said 
".To regarde Goethe comme .Teanne d'Are 
aurait reganlo Slossaline." 

In comparison with this examiilo of a 
poet's great coni'eit, we may put this 
story of Popo I'iiis tlio Ninth: 

It was the Duke of Sormoneta, loo 
who said, speaking of Pio Nono: "Tho 
Pope has hitherto been regarded a 
(.'hrist's vi('0-rog(.'nt ui>on earth; but th 
present Popo takes a dilTerent vi(nv. IIo 
considor.s that Christ is 111.1 representa- 
(ivo ill iheavon." 

A remarkable item appears m the 
"Diary" uiidor date of March 27, ISDU: 
To the Gi'ographioal Council Club 
dinner and meeting. At the dinner, 
which was small, Captain "\\^larton, the 
hyd:x)grapher to the admimlty,. told us 
that ho bad once andiored; ain-;very daep 
watea', on tlie east side of "Vtikano, tho 
southernmost of tbe Lipari Isles, but 
Ukat lie (had kept np steam, witli the 
intention of being off dmmediately if the 
wind changed to tho east. He men- 
tioned this to an Englishman who lived 
on the island, and was in clinrgo of 
some borax works. "But," said tho 
man, "there is not tlio remotest chance 
of the wind going i-ound to the cnzt 
without full warning." "What warn- 
ing?" asked tlie other. "Oh!" was the 
rejoinder, "the volcano always warns 
UK." "'The volcano!" s;ud Wharton. 
"Yes, the volcano; a fumarone always 
emits a whistling sound before the oast 
wind begins to blow." Shortly after 
this WhiArton was looking at Straho, 
and, to liis astonishment, found that 
that writer mentions tlio fact. Tho 
Englishman had novcr iheard of Strabo 
ill Ills life. Strabo died as an old man 
alKJut A. D. 25, so that this excellent 
fumarone must liave been giving • 'ta 
\varninKs weJl nigb two thousand years 
at least. • ,■ . . • ■ .

persuasion, was dining there, a mouse 
came on tdie table and began to nibble 
a piece of bread, whereupon a. sympa- 
thetic waiter observed to him: 'Don't 
be afraid, sir, it's a real mouse.' " 

Here is another about a <dub — the tn- 
inous Brook's: 

My neighbor on the right was Txird 
Forteseue, who told me an old tradition 
of Brook's which I bad never liejird. 
As soon as the ai)pointed 'hour hud 
struck, it was our babit to proceed ^o 
election there the moment that twelve 
members were jiresent. On otio occa- 
siou when tho drawers were <;iK>ued it 
was found that a candidate had receiveii 
a ' iblack ball from every one of tho 
twelve, and .that thei-e was one to spare. 
This naturally excited much ■ wonder- 
iiient, and tlie aged waiter who was in 
charge was questioned about it. This 
venerable' person confes.sed with many 
ai)ologies that ho was .so convinced of 
the unsuitability of tho condidate tiliiit 
ihe liad black-balled him' himself. He 
was commended "for ihis zeal and good 
taste," but xcHiuestod not to repeat the 
performance. 

Under date of May 2, 1802, occurs 
this entry: 

^Ir. Ilutton and Father English call- 
ed. ^\'e spoke of Liiddon, who told 
Ilutton the following story: "Hearing 
lhat Henry of Exotor was almost in e;:- 
troinis, he went to ask for iiiiii; but 
sent ui) a message to say that he would 
not come in, lest he slioulil lie in IUl' 
way lit such a time. Tlio dying iiiau, 
however, sent out to bog iiiiu to do so, 
and he obeyed. "\V.1kmi he entered, he 
I'ouml the bishop lying upon lliree eliair.s 
without g'iviiig the slightest sign of lit.\ 
lie waited some minutes, and then saul 
that he would not further intrude. 
Thoi-eupon the bishoj) opened one eye, 
but did not speak. Again eusuml a [ler- 
iod of death-like silence, and again I. id- 
don essayed to go. The bishop then 
opened the other eye, and said: 'On, 
Mr. I.,iddon, I ;im a poor nmii living 
totally out of the world, do tell nie if 
anything is going on.' '\Vell," answered 
tlie other, 'we have had a great election 
contest in Oxford, and Mr. Gladstone 
has been beaten.' 'Oh,' answered the 
bislioi), who of coiu-so knew all about 
it, 'what was the subject of the con- 
test?' 'It itm-ned,' replied liiddon, "on 
Gladstone's attitude toward the Irish 
church.' 'The Irish cliurch V' asked tin; 
bishop, 'and what did he want to do to 
the Irish church ?' "To disestiiblisli it,' 
was tlie answer. 'And what wore the 
reasons tliat he g-avo?' inquired tho 
bishop. Jjiddon stated them, wJiereupoa 
tlic old lion, summoning ^ np all Ids 
strength, thundered -' out: , ^The. rascal!' 
and the interview' came tO' tlie 'e'lid," 

Here is another anecdote in which 
Gladstone figures: 

Tilioy talked of witty things said in 
the House of Commons. Gladstone re- 
marked that they were few, and that 
very much the best he liad ever heard 
was Ix>rd John Unssell's answer to Sir 
Francis Burdett, when that ultra-Uadi- 
cal grown ultra-Tory liaviiig said that 
there was nothing more odious than I lie 
cant of patriotism, Ivord .lohu replied 
that "the cant of patriotism was -"lo 
doubt vor.v odious; but that tliere was 
one thing even more odious— that was 
the re-eant of patriotism!" "I heard 
it," said Lord Fortoscue. "and cheered 
him as loudly as I could," a<ldiiig to me, 
''1 had it on the lip of niy loiigue to 
say to Gladstone, 'Did you?' but I ro- 
frained!'/, 

■■^Foljowiug.tliis, a story told by I^ord 
Mitner is quoted: 
Milner mentioned t/hat lie hhd once 



order, and asked the president if that 
phrase was correct. He ruled, prob- 
ably 111 error, that it was not so, but 
the orator, in no way diseoiicerteil ijy 
the interruption, said: "Well, I with- 
draw the abusive epithet," and went on. 

At ji dinner at which were present, 
Sidney Colvin, Canon Aingor, Sir W. 
Clay, I'ltifessor Flower, Henry James 
and others, the jmthor mentions tliat 
coiu-ersiitiou turned to the Duke of AV'el- 
lington. Whereupon Douglas Gallon 
told this story: 

At the time of the thivatened Chart- 
ist riots, in 38-18, some one who had to 
conimard a body of "specials," and who 
knew the duke well, said to lum: "I 
wajit to be quite clear about our duti 'S. 
I should like to know, for example, ct- 
actly nt Wiiiat .stage the military will he 
called iii.""Oh," rejoined , the . duke, 
"that is a guestioa which I can answer 
qnite easily: when all the 'specials' toa?o 
beeu killed." 

Wellington natturnlly suggests Napol- 
eon, and it is iuteresting to note that, 
according to Lord Acton, th© historian, 
of all the commanders wTiom he had on- 
countered, Napoleon rated most highly 
Alvinzi, whom lie dcfeate<l at Areola. 

At a meeting of (the Breakfast Club, 
at wliieh I.K>r<i Dufferin was present, 
the talk turned to Ixird Lyons, the Brit- 
ish embassador nt Paris: . . 

Apropo.j of tins, Dufl'erin added Vhat 
iie liad once, by way of making convar- 
.'^ation, told the wife of a minister that 
the British embassy retained the only 
furniture of tin; First Empire, 'NVelling- 
ton having bought it from the Princess 
Horgheso, and that Lord Lyons slopt 
every night in llie bed of "IjU bolle 
I'auline." Tho lady, not strong in her 
liisuiry, grew scarlet, and with iutoiise 
iudigiiatiou, replied: "Monsieur I'eiu- 
bassudoiir, nous no coniiaisons lias votre 
belle Pnuliiie." 

Here is a story told to Sir Mount- 
Htimrt Iiy the Duke of Rutland, relating 
to the socoiiil lx)rd Brskine, when he 
was at Caiubriiige: 

He was siipromoly ignorant of all his 
exaniiuera expected him to know, but 
they were oxceodiiig'ly anxious to let him 
tliroiigli. The nuitter in liand was dy-, 
namies. "You vow on th(> river," said' 
one of them, "do you not?" "Yes," re- 
jilied Lord iOrskiiie. "Well, supposing 
that in rowing you fstruek against the 
pier of a bridge, how would you fall, 
backward or forward?" "1 liave not tiie 
very slightest idea," was the answixr. 
"Well, 1 will try it in another way," re- 
joined the oxamiiier; '"you are fond of 
hunting, t\n\ you not? Sujiiiosing that 
when gailojiing across a field .volir liorse 
wns suddenly stopped by a ^ride dit<'h, 
of the existence of wludi you were quito 
un&ware, liow would you fall?" "God 
only knows, sir," said .the other, "how 
you would fall, but I trust that I should 
keep my; seat." 

Here uto several stories wltich are 
their ovni excuse for being: 

Lady Agatha ropeatetl a story which 
she said :her father had been fond of 
telling about n traveler in the Lake dis- 
trict, wlio, hearing that a partii'ubir vil- 
lage was in winter almost entirely cut 
off from the rest of the country by 
snow, asko<l how they managed to get 
a doctor if any one was taken ill. "Oh! 
at that season," was the reidy, '"the peo- 
ple die a natural death." 

We talked of absurdities in prize 
jioenis, and Herbert Sto|>lien quoted two 
lines froiii one upon tho illness of the 
PriiK'o of Wales, which I bad not heard 
bof<iro: 

"Flasliod from his bed the electric mcss^ 
agi!- came. 

He is not better; Ihe is mncli the same."

It was the famous ".lingo" soug tliac 
will make Hunt's name best reuiem- 
bered wherever English songs are sang 
— a song which, strange to say, was al- 
most lost to the world soon after it was 
written.

The Queen, 
whoso face showed more concern than 
amusement, although the gravity of 
those abo\it her was sorely taxed by 
the spectacle presented by. the "Cock 
of the North," as His Grace was styled 
in Scotland, in consequence of his 
Eomowliat strutting gait, spoke a few 
kindly words expressing the hope that 
he was not hurt, aud then swept out 
with her cortege.

For this reason those who wish to 
excel us playors must first bo trained 
to lioop up tlie pace, and, secondly, to 
quickness of thought aud action, that 
they may be always ready to seize the 
opportunities as they occur, which in 
such a game are innumerable. 

The first question a novice will ask 
is,- How. can I become proficient: what 
rules t^lall I follow in order to attain 
championship form? 

' ■ The .first attention should bo paid to 
the skatiuff, which is the basis I'or a 
good 'player. Constant practice is 
iiecessary to so strengthen tlie legs that 
tliey cau maintain the continual strain 
of turning, twisting and dodging and 
suildou stopping. 

With this practice speed must be cul- 
tivalLMl, as It is esseatial to a lirst- 
cluss man that iio bo not slower than 
his opponents.. ..... 

This will be founar tO; he':ai point of 
qualification .'iu all Vtho'f best, teams in 
America. ' ■ . ■ 1 : 

With this, .rapid -skatiug, dodging, 
jumping and general quickness in stop- 1 
ping and turning should bo constantly 
, repeated till the would-bo hockey ex- 
pert becomes sure on his feet aud pus- 
Kcssed of coulidoui;o in himself tliat ho 
can best any oppoiieiit at the Kaine. 

Attendance at any of the big hockey 
- games will show the absolute neces- 
sity of being competent on these points. 

■While learning the art of skating as 
applied to the game, the players must 
study the handling of the stick. This 
is most important, as the right way is 
. really the easiest. 

A player, in pUiylui^ ou the right 
side, should hold the left hand at the 
cud -of the stick and the right below, 
in accordance witli height and reach. 
A man who is loft-lianded will natural- 
ly liold tlic reverse way, but he is play- 
iiig from the other side of his body. 

A player wiio \vauts to be a top- 
notcher, however, will make it his l)usi- 
ness to become equally profitieut lioth 
ways, so that wliatever way his op- 
ponent plays or whatever the puck may 
be he is at the greatest advantage. 

Jlost of the. good American and Can- 
adian-;' hockey.-; players are' as good on 
one side aa the other. Whiclicver way 
you may hold the stick, except in an 
emergency, . always use botli hands aud 
get light up to your work. 

The most importau points for the 
Iilayer, then, to master are dribbling, 
passing, sliooting and lifting the puck. 

To dribble well is essential for every 
man on the team, but especially for 
the forwards. 

This is accomplished by carrying the 
puck well in front on the ice and pass- 
fng it-'from -side to side with alternate 
sides: <ifv!rthe.1;atick as the player ad- 
T:ances.>v.f,i'.- y.Si0i^-\ 

::ThV ^>PSJe ;.at -which the puck is ad- 
vancai " would depend on the speed of 
the player at tho time. When inter- 
cepted, pass quickly to any of the 
other players ou your side who has the 
lea.st interference. Don't delay till it 
is too late to do so with safety, aud 
so give possessiuu to your opponents. 

Pass so the puck will slide along the 
ice not toward the man's skates, but 
Just in front of him. 

Supposing the player to be compe- 
tent ill dribbling and passing, .he must 
learn to shoot, which is the, usual meth- 
od of securing goals. This is done by 
placing the heel of the stick against 
the puck and snapping the stick with 
ft turn of the wrist. It is necessary to 
learn this from either the left side or 
t!io riL'hti and to do it withouf ^esi- 
tation and in tight corners. The best 
goal shot is one with a .slight lift to 
knee high, M'liich is the most dilUcuit 
for a goal keeper to stop. U is too 
high for iiiin to get in Jiis utick eltect- 
i»-cly, and just too low for the use. of 
his ' body. 

The Uftiug of the puck must be 
learned ne.xt, especially il, playing in a 
defensive position. This Is accom- 
plished by placing the middle of thi> 
butt of the stick against tho lower half 
of the puck and scooping with an up- 
T\-ard movement. With practiro it can 
•be lifted high over tho opponents' heads, 
so it cannot be reached by their sticks 
wliilo in progress. 

The various points of individual play 
having been mastered, their use in team 




work remains to be studied and prac- 
tised. This combination of the play- 
ers is the great feature of hockey, with- 
out which no team can ever rise above 
mediocrity. 

Not only is it the road to success in 
scoring, but it makes less hard work 
for the nu'ii, wlio will lie mui-li fresher 
at the end tliau if tliey had gone in 
for individual and grandstand plays. 

The tirst thing to <lo nii si'cnring the 
puck is to look for tlie positious of the 
other iiieiiibcrs of the team, and 



well out of it, for tho rule with these 
"tickets" is that the market price of the 
fish killc<l is deducted I'rom the guinea.

No one outside of .Tapan, and very 
few persons there, know how the pow- 
der inv(!uted by i'rof. Sliimose of tlie 
University of - Tokio is made. The se- 
cret is regarded in Japan as one of the 
greatest of the national assets, and it is 
guarded with an amount of care extra- 
ordinary even when compared with the 
elaborate nii-asures taken in .Japan to 
uiake all military aud naval details in- 
violate. I'.iit as to the terrific power 
of the Shiiuose powder there is no se- 
<-reey now, though no foreigner knew 
anyihiiig about it before the present 
war began. The i'us^jans are in the 
unfortunate tiosiiion of learning all 
alioui it.; elfeels by personal experi- 
;eiiee, while the forei.u'ii military at- 
taches at till! scat of war look oil and 
marvel. 

The Shiinoso powder forms tho burst- 
ing charge of tho Japanese army and 
navy kIicII.

'N'ariag irnd Koiietz, sunk by tin.' .lap- 
auese at (,'he-niul-I 'ho. were found on 
cxaiiiinatioii lo be riihlled all over their 
decks and sides by fragments of shells 
whirl; liad been lilleil with the Sliimose 
powdi'r.
